Election/Restrictions 

1. Newly submitted claim 15 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the claim refers to a method of 
reducing memory access time including activating a memory segment driver and selecting a 
memory segment in the memory array which comprise a different species of invention than the 
already claimed method of using a pulse discharge circuit. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claim 1 5 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
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122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Voldman (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,369,994 Bl). 

In re claims 6-14, Voldman (column 5, lines 1-50) discloses in a circuit comprising a 
plurality of SOI devices, a method for enhancing the performance of the circuit, the method 
comprising: 

Providing a pulse discharge circuit, the pulse discharge circuit having a pulse generator 
connected to the circuit; 

Using the pulse generator to generate a pulse; 

Discharging any accumulated potential on the body of at least one of the plurality of SOI 
devices to a point having a lower potential than the accumulated potential of the body in 
response to the pulse from the pulse generator.
